On the day after the 4th of October, 


1082, the people of Italy, Spain and 
:'ortugal wrote the date October 15. 
Ten days had been dropped altogether. 
This was because of the adoption ol 
what is known as tho Gregorian calen- 
dar, because it was decreed by a bull 
issued by Pope Gregory XIII. 


The early division oi time was very 


irregular and inaccurate. The reckon- 
"ifT "by months did not bring1 out even 
fe'ars, and it was only when astron- 
omy became something like an exact 
science, that the actual length of the 
year was known. 


In the time of ancient Rome, there 


were but ten months, aud the Roman 
kinp-8 fued the length of the year at 
three hundred and fifty-five days. When 
this inexact division caused trouble, an 
extra month was inserted here and there 
to restore the system to a degree of 
order. 
We owe it to .Julius Cac.iar that the 


year was lixed at three hundred and 
sixty-five, days, with an additional day 
once in four years. The fourth year in 
svhich tha day is added is bissextile, or 
us we eall it, leap year. 
Tho year of 


!C5 l-l aayn is known as the Julian 
year. 


But even this is not aecuralo. Im- 


brue, solar year is UGS 1-1 days, .0 hours, 
tb minutes and 49.0:,' seconds long. 
That is it is »i minutes and 10.S8 sec- 
onds shorter than the Julian year. 
The 


Julian calendar was adopted forty six 
years before Christ, so that in A.D. 1582, 
mure than sixteen centuries later, the 
error had amounted to about ten days. 


It was this error which the Gregorian 


calendar corrected. 
But in making tho 


correction it was necessary to guard 
against a similar accumulation of error. 
That object was accomplished in this 


way. 


The error amounts to very nearly , 


eighteen homv in a century. 
Accord- 


ingly it was decreed that each year 
whoso number was divisible by one him- ! 
dred should not be a Ieai> year unless it 
were divisible by four hundred. 


Consequently the year 1900 will not 


he a leao year, but the year L'OOO will be 
one. Tlirufl leap years are omitted every 
four hundred yiars by this plan, and the 
re-ull is that tho average civil year 
dif- 


fers from the true solar year by less than 
Uventy-three seconds. 'This difference 
will amount to a whole day in some- 
thing less than four thousand years. 


The new system was adopted •>irodii- 


allv. By the Ilomr.n Catholic world it 
wa's adopted almost at once- the last oi 
tht!

Russian Christmas does not eome until 
nearly a. fortnight after all the rest of 
the Christian world lias celebrated it. 
] 


it is also a curious fact of which few ( 


arc probably aware, that until one hun- 
dred and thirty years ago, the year be- 
gan in England and this country, not 
with the first of January, but on the 
twenty-fifth of March. 


Before that time, however, the prac- 


tice had become common of indicating 
that there was a doubt to which year 
the days in tho first three months be- 
longed. Thus in the old Boston news- 
papers of the last contury we seo such 
dates as this: "February 4, I7i:!-1,"-- 
from which anybody can discover that 
the dale, according to the Gregorian 
calendar, is February lit (eleven days'1 
correction), 1724. 


Tlie year is a varying i.|iianti1y ac- 


cording to tho standard by which it ia 
measured. 
Of course, it. is tlie time, 


within which tho earth makes her pas- 
sage around the snn. 


But if this time he measured by the 


period of the earth's return to the same 
apparent place in the heavens, MS seen 
from the sun, it is a "sidereal year;"

The time in which the earth makes 


tho circuit from her perihelion, that is, 
the point of her orbit where, she is near- 
est to the sun, around to the same point 
again, is the "anomalistic'" year, ">('<;> 
days, (J hours, K! minutes, -18.(i seconds. 


The "tropical" year, however, is that 


which astronomers have .-.[.•l'."'tecl as the 
true solar year. It is the lime included 
between two "vernal(-ijnmoxes1" This 
rernal equinox is that instant in the 
spring of the year when the equal or of 
the earth, if extended, 
would pass 


through Ihe center of ihe H U H . 


It is also the time when Ihe days and 


nights, all over the globe, are of e^ual 
length.

A NEW O-CKNT NICKEL Cois.— The 


ecretary of the treasury has author- 
zed the coinage of a 5 cent nickel 
jiece of a new design, which is con- 
lidered as being more in compliance 
with the law as regards weight and 
nscriptions than the present 5-cent 
nickel piece. 
The new coin will 


measure twenty-one millimetres in 
diameter (.8274 of an inch,) which is 
one millimetre more than that of the 
coin now in use. Upon the obverse 
of the new piece will be the head ol 
liberty, a fillet, upon which is in 
scribed "Liberty,"' encircling its brow. 
This image will be surrounded with 
thirteen stars. The reverse of the 
coin •will bear the numeral of its 
denomination, which is surrounded 
by a wreath symbolic of the agricul 
tural products of the United States 
This change in the size and weigh 
of the nickel originated in the recom 
mendation, to the above effect, of A 
London Snowden, superintendent o 
the Philadelphia mint

The State Fair Question. 


Peoria has commenced to move in the 


matter of securing the location of the 
State fair at that point for another two 
years. Citizens there have started out to 
raise 813,000 by subscription to meet ex- 
penses, and Springfield is hustling herself 
night and day to accumulate $8,000; but 
notwithstanding the fact that the parties 
most interested at this point will have to 
subscribe 820,000, there is no doubt but 
that sum can be raised, and Deeatur will 
get the prize. Lincoln, Bloomiugton, 
Centralia, Champaign, Danville and other 
towns favor the claims of Decatur. The 
sentiments of these towns are best ex- 
pressed iu the following from theShelhy- 
ville Union of this week : 


Decatur is trying to secure the location 


of the State Fair for two years. For con- 
venience of acoess from all parts of the 
state no better location could be made. 
It ought to be permanently located—and 
at Decatur. 


At the lowest estimate it is figured that 


if the fair is held here it will continue for 
six days, and the average attendance of 
outsiders will be 10,000 daily, making a 
total of 60,000 visitors for the week. 
These people will spend at least S2.00 a 
piece a day in Decatur, which would pour 
into the hands of our merchants and oth- 
ers n total of at least 55120,000. The com- 
mittees now at work are up and doing 
and will not rest until the amount desired 
is subscribed. The most of this sum will 
be used in fixing up the grounds, and the 
work done will be of a permanent char- 
acter, so that the outlay will not only se- 
cure the state attraction aud bring great 
crowds of strangers to our city, but it 
will place tho fair grounds iu proper 
shape for future county and district ex- 
positions. The committees should be 
cheerfully encouraged in their efforts, so 
that the state board may be informed im- 
mediately, before it is too late, that De- 
catur means business.

THE DEFENDANT ON THE WITNESS STOJD 


HIS OWN #TOBV. 


After Dr. G. W. Caldwell had retired 


from the witness chair in the circuit court 
on yesterday afternoon, the defendant in 
the case of the People vs. J. D. Wheeler, 
was called upon to testify in his own be- 
half. The substance of his statement is 
given below: 


Dr. James D. Wheeler, the defendant, 


testified, in response to interrogations 
made by Judge Nelson: Have practiced 
medicine for about 25 years and am 49 
years old. Graduated from the Eclectic 
Medical Institute, Cincinnati, in 1870,but 
had practiced medicine before that time, 
commencing at Zanesville, 111., in Decem- 
ber, 1&58; was not married then, but was 
wedded Jan. 10, 1860; my first wife died; 
in the fall of 1874 I married my present 
wife. Lived at Zauesville and at Kay- 
mond continuously from 1858 to 1880, ex- 
cept during the time I attended the insti- 
tute; practiced medicine at Zanesville 16 
years, and have not engaged in any other 
business since 1858; have made my living 
by practicing medicine; have been a 
member of the Illinois State Eclectic 
Medical Society since 1871; was for two 
yeara president of the society, and for 
three years vice-president ; am an honor- 
ary member of the Missouri Eclectic

I did so, and discovered that she had 
nasal catarrh, and her tonsils were inflam- 
ed; gave the girl medicine from Jan. 17 to 
May 20. She came to my office repeated- 
ly; prescribed for her and sent her medi- 
cine by messenger; Stella's brother came 
after medicine for her once. Ab ut the 
middle of February I made a physical ex- 
amination of the deceased. She said she 
desired it and that her mother thought it 
onght to be done. Told Stella to go 
home and I would come to the 
house. 


Did so, and that afternoon met Mrs. RIB- 
ley aud was introduced to her by the 
daughter. At that time Stella spoke o[ 


her condition and eaid sho had su flered 
intensely and that Dr. Walters had treat- 
ed her for leucorrhoea; I made a physical 
examination of Stella in the presence ot 
her mother, and found that inflammation 
of parts existed. Deceased called at m y 
office twice a week until May 26, and did 
not treat her again until Sept 10. Never 
gave her any letter or writing on paper 
except prescriptions. Tho wit ness denied 
having met Stella at places described by 
Fred. Stommel. Saw her on Sept. 10 at 
my office, when aho spoke about her 
health; complained of catarrh and pains 
in the head. Saw her again in my office 
on Sept. 15, when she complained of leu- 
corrhosa; said it was worse; gave her.med- 
iciue and next time saw her in my office 
on Sept. 26; she did not remain longer 
than fifteen minutes. Said she had been 
to a picnic and was afraid she had caught 
cold; said she felt like she was going to 
bo sick; told her to take medicine I had 
already given her, and at my suggestion 
sho left the office to go home. 1 went 
down stairs a few minutes afterward; 
found Miss Risley on pavement;she came, 
to me aud said she was in bodily pain. I 
got Dr. Clark's buggy and took tier home 
but did not go in the hoiii-e with her. 
Told her to go in, lieclo-.iu audio keep 
quiet. Witness denied ha\iug walked 
with deceased and flirted with her on the 
streets. He had met her once when re- 
turning from visiting a patient, aud stop- 
ped once at the house and talked with her 
in the presence of the family. 


Upon the reassembling of court this 


morning, the direct examination of the 
defendant was resumed. He told his 
storv in a quiet way, without any show 
of nervousness whatever. He testified : 
I never walked with Stella on East North 
street at any time, day or night. 
After 


taking IIIT home in buggy on Sept. 2(51 
returned 
U> my office and visited Lou 


Brockway'H dwelling professionally and 
was there mi hour. When T returned to 
oilice 1 found A. T. Risley there. 
He 


said Stella was suffering very much. 
This was about 11 o'clock. Got some 
medicine in office and drove to home of 
Stella : found her suffering a good deal. 
Her hands and feet were cold. Had 
bricks heated for her ; said she appeared 
to have coutrestions and had taken cold. 
J treated her for dysmenorrhocn. Wit- 
ness here described his treatment of de- 
ceased with a syringe in presence of 
Mrs. Rialey and Mrs. Loring. Stella was 
a patient who would make a great fuss 
over a small thing. After four or five 
driys from time Stella was taken sick I 
suggested having counsel. Made the sug- 
gestion on Oct. H>, and told the family 
that deceased was not so we!!, and if they 
would feel better satisfied to have coun- 
sel that it would be satisfactory to me ; 
said they could have whoever they want- 
ed. The mother said they were satisfied. 
Mrs. Kisle} once told me of Dr. Walters 
treating her. Witness entered specific 
denials to testimony given by members 
of the Kisley family an to his conduct 
with the deceased while she was sick, 
and that he never told Mra.
